Thirteen years of experience 
as a player and manager in or- 
ganized baseball lie behind Nor- 
man DeWeese, business 
of the Porterville Packers, and, 
except for a leg injury suffeted 
in 1945, it likely that he would 
be playing big league ball now 
rather than managing the Por- 
terville entry in the Class C 
Sunset league.

additional help in the office, but 
so far they. have been only par- 
tially successful. 

Other Matters 

Concerning other matters con- 
fronting the state legislature, 
Mr. Williams says that primary 
issues now involve tunemploy- 
ment insurance, a compulsory 
health insurance program, the 
future status of child care cen- 
ters, liberalization of disability 
and sick benefits, revision of the 
small loan act, public housing 
and various matters relating to 
labor. 

State budget for 1949-50, as 

proposed by Governor Earl War- 
ren, is one billion, sixty million 
dollars, an amount that is 140 
million dollars above last year. 
In order to raise additional mon- 
ey, the governor is recommend- 
ing the old 3 per cent sales tax, 
revision of the personal income 
brackets to pre-war levels, a 
bank and franchise corporation 
tax, a raise in the liquor excise 
tax from 80 cents per gallon to 
$1.50 per gallon, a two-cents per 
pack cigarette tax and additional 
funds from pari mutual horse 
race betting: 
'- About 148 million dollars, in- 
cluded in the present budget, 
will come from funds appropriat- 
ed in the past for work under 
the state’s post war plan. 

Concerning state expenses is 
a resolution before the state 
Senate calling for the formation 
of a commission to investigate 
state organization and recom- 
mend methods of more efficient 


state operation, including the 
consolidation of offices and the 
possible elimination ‘of certain 
state functions. 

Mr. Williams reports that 4,- 
701 bills were introduced in the 
session of the legislature to re- 
convene in Sacramento on March 
q 

Concerning agriculture Mr. 
Williams says that one of the 
important pieces of legislation 
will concern the contro] of uses 
of chemical sprays and a consid- 
eration of a possible moratorium 
on loans to farmers whose crops 
were damaged by the recent 
freeze. 

Fish and game legislation, ac- 
cording to Mr. Williams, is wait- 
ing on publication of a report 
by Seth Gordon, Pennsylania 
wild life expert who was em- 
ployed to make a wild life sur- 
vey in California. About nine 
million dollars, from horse race 
betting money, will be available 
for expenditure for wild life con- 
servation and rejuvenation pro- 
jects on a basis of the Gordon re- 
port. 

An amount of $20,000, how- 
ever, is still available for expan- 
sion of the Moorehouse trout 
rearing project on the middle 
fork of the Tule river, according 
to Mr. Williams, with work ex- 
pected to start on this project 
in the coming spring. 

Mr. Williams is now a mem- 
ber of the following state legis- 
lative committees: Fish and 
Game, Institutions, Agriculture, 
Water Resources and Labor.

Train a pig to. be neat and 
vacuum its pen? The skeptics 
laughed and said it couldn’t be 
done. General Mills has done it, 
and Priscilla, the Fastidious Pig, 
will be in Porterville, March 4, 
to prove that a hog can be tidy 
and full of tricks too.

“I don’t 
have to bury my mistakes. I just 
eat ’em.”

Correct Height Of 
Kitchen Surfaces 
Makes Work Easier 


By CLARA E. COWGILL . 
Home Demonstration Agent 
Correct work surface heights 
are important in a kitchen. Work 
areas should be adjusted to the 
height of the worker and the 
type of work to be done. 
For an average woman of 5’5”, 


the floor of the sink should be- 


32% inches from the floor of the 
room. This means that the drain- 
board for a sink six inches deep 
will be 38% inches. However, for 
a@ work space, such as a mixing 
table, 32 inches is suitable. 

Kitchen work should be done 
while sitting as much as possible. 
A lap board about 25 inches from 
the floor will make many kinds 
of work easier. The board should 
be wide enough to hold two 
average size pans. Any ordinary 
chair with a baek, providing it 
is the correct height, can be used 
to sit at the board, This arrange- 
ment is much less tiring than 
using t stool without a back 
rest and letting the feet dangle. 

If your present sink and work 
spaces are too low, try putting 
a rack under your dish pan and 
a kneading board under your 
mixing bow] on the mix table. 
Most mixing heights, however, 
are too high,.rather than too 
low. In this case it would be 
advantageous to put a pull-out 
board in your mixing cupboard, 
or put your mixing bowl in the 
sink, 

Doing kitchen work at a height 
that is comfortable and proper 
for you will leave you less fa- 
tigued at the end of the day. 


Cabinet Pudding

Do you have some left-over 
fruit cake that is beginning to 
get dry and hard to slice? Try 
serving it with the following 
savce.

2 eggs

Cut fruit cake into small 
pieces and place in dessert dishes.

This is the third straight year 
that the February 1 condition 
of native feed has been below 


average.

sult of the unusually lond period 
of freezing temperatures pre- 
vailing throughout the state dur- 
ing January. Contributing also 
is the below normal seasonal 
rainfall which is most pronoun- 
ced in the southern part of the 
state. 


Many stockmen compared the 
present situation with that on 
Feb. 1, 1937, when it was the 
worst for that date in 27 years, 
The: condition that year was re«’ 
‘latively poor in January, drop- 
ped to the record low point on 


February 1; but recovered rapid-' « 


ly thereafter. : - 


In contrast to a year ago, there 
is sufficient soil moisture in 
most areas of the state to start 
grass. Given warm weather. live- 
stock reporters believe the grass 
will come back rapidly.

“COUNTY ROADS IN SOME CASES 


LOOK LIKE COUNTY DUMP GROUNDS 
It is probably useless to appeal to individual pride as a means 


of checking the promiscuous dumping of rubbish along county roads. 
It is also probably useless to remind persons that through their 
taxes, they pay, in the long run, for cleaning up roadways that 
become littered with refuse. 

And it is probably useless to urge persons who see someone 
dumping garbage to take the car number and report the incident, 
since most persons are reluctant to become involved in such a Case. 

So, it would seem that if the practice of using roads as dump 
grounds is to be stopped, there are possibly only two practical 
methods: s 

1. The county should provide more dump grounds in the vicin- 
ity of populated areas; not the extensive type of grounds that now 
exist at the major dumps, but smaller areas in which trenches 
might be dug up and refuse covered as it collects. Such “areas would 
be accessible and would eliminate the not completely illogical argu- 
ment that existing county dump grounds are too few and too far 
betwee. 

2. Law officers should pay more attention to the problem. 
If deputy sheriffs, constables and even highway patrolmen and city 
officers really went to work on this business of road dumping—if a 
few offenders were caught and fined under provisions of the law, there 
would be far less inclination on the part of the public to scatter 
cans and garbage along roadways. 

The disgraceful condition of some county roads as the result 
of trash and garbage being thrown along the right-of-way indicates 
that something needs to be done, For once a sack of trash is thrown 
out, the pile grows with great rapidity, probably on the basis of 
some fallacious reasoning that if one individual does wrong, his 
act justifies a similar wrong doing by all individuals. 

Right now is the time to start definite action to check this 
practice of roadway garbage dumping. It would be well for the 
county to take definite steps in this matter, since unless action 


@ is taken, the situation will continue to grow worse.

average from 10,000 to 20,000 
acre feet per year; water could 
be retained behind the dam and 
thereby regulate flow in the 
Tule river, however, from a 
strictly flood control angle, flow 
would be as great as the river 
can carry during flood periods. 

No existing water rights would 
be changed by the dam, accord- 
ing to the engineers; no water
